Relations of Wage Earners and Cap* 


Ital Declared to Be Purely a Eusi- 
neat Proposition—Conciliation Mor« 
Acceptable Than Arbitration 


f New JJTork, May 8.—Leaders of union- 
ism and finance discussed conciliation 
6d a means of maintaining industrial 
peace between labor and capital at tha 
chamber of commerce yesterday after- 
coon. 
The meeting was arranged by 


Ithe industrial department of the Na- 
tional Civic Federation and all of the 
contributors to tlie symposium -were 
leaders in their several fields of activity. 


The speakers were Samuel Gornpers, 


(president of the American Federation 
laf Labor; Bishop Potter, John Mitchell, 
(president of the United Mine Workers 
«f America; Oborlss R. Flint, president 
«f the American Rubber company; Dan- 
iel J. Keefa of ths Illinois board of ar- 
fbitration; 'William H. Say ward of the 
(National Association of Builders; James 
O'Connell, president 
of the Inter- 


national Association of Machinists, and 
'Herman Justl, commissioner of the Il- 
linois Coal Operators' association. 


Samuel Gornpers presided 
and in 


opening the meeting: expressed the hope 
jtbat a new epoch had come ia the rela- 
tions of labor and capital. "We want 
Industrial peace, but not at the sacrifice 
of any of tLe elements of manhood," l|i 
»aid. 
"The increased growth in the 


organization of labor has brought great- 
er responsibility. 
We are dealing with 


living men, and living women, and liv- 
ing children iu the hope for better things 
for all. The laboring people insist that 
they be regarded as something more 
than wage earners." He said that the 
unions sought to do injustice to no man, 
bat were formed to conserve the rights 
Of those who formed them. 
V 


Bishop Potter expressed bis gratifica- 


tion at the growth of the spirit of con- 
ciliation. 
He praised the humanity of 


American diplomacy In China, aud said 
that it offered a splendid example for 
{emulation. 


John Mitchell said he was for peace 


because he had known the bruises of 
war. ''The relations of labor and cap- 
ital," he said, "are purely a business 
proposition. There is no sentimeatin 
it. 
Peace is better for both, and I am I 


for peace if the employers aud employes 
could meet in fair conference." 


Charles E. Flint, the capitalist, ex- 


pressed his confidence in tlie good that 
would come of closer relationship be- 
tween labor and capital. 


Daniel J. Keefe said that conciliation 


was more acceptable than arbitration, 
for in the latter system there bad to be 
a decision defeating one side or the 
other. 


William H. Say ward believed that em- 


ployers should meet their men in a 
greater spirit of frankness. 


James O'Connell said that in the metal 


trades employers and toilers had 
learned the benefit of organization and 
mutual concessions. 


Herman Justi said that our national 


prosperity depends upon the steady em- 
ployment of every wage earner at a de- 
cent wage. 


Samuel Gompers, in closing, said that 


the thorough organization 
of labor

He did not know 
how lie received his own wound, but 
he did everything possible after the af- 
fair to assist Qrcgan into the house 
and was prostrated with grief when he 
found that Grogan was dying.

"I felt mighty shaky for & minute,

The drop was not a long 
on»—about 15 or 20 feet I should say— 
and then my feet touched bottom. 
My head after I had been borne along 
for a rod or so came out of water, aad 
I opened my eyes. 


"Instead of there being a tunnel or 


underground passage, as I had sup- 
posed, there was a lake, upon the edge 
of which I stood and gazed in wonder. 
This lake is almost half a mile wide, 
•with a strong current flowing directly 
through it from north to south. I was

in a way that made my teeth rattle. 


"While the upper half of my body 


was on the plank my legs were deep In 
the water, and the suction of the 
stream as It poured through the open- 
ing in the wall almost dragged me 
down. By hard work I managed to 
push myself to one side, where the 
undertow was not so great, and in this 
way rested while I regained my nerve. 


"It seemed to me that 1 had been un- 


derground for a week. I began to get 
frightened in earnest. • I made up niy 
mind that I had to get out and get out 
quickly too. By feeling around with 
my feet I located the hole through 
which the water was Issuing. Taking 
a long EredthT I "dropped from my plank 
and tried to sink rapiSly to where -I 
knew the liola was. The force of the 
current pushed me up against the wall, 
and for a second I thought I could not 
get away. At last I got my feet down 
where I could use them, and the rest 
was easy. 


"By pushing against the wall with 


both Lands and downward at the same 
time I finally managed to get squarely 
into the exit, through which the water 
was rushing in a solid stream. The 
hole was larger than I had supposed, 
and 1 found no difficulty in getting 
through. 


"It was Just as though I had been 


shot out of a gun. In less time than 
it takes to tell it I was jammed through 
the solid jet of water and thrown a-way 
out into the little cave from which the 
water issues. 
Peterson was waiting 


for me, or, rather, he was waiting to 
recover my body. When I came out 
alive, he was a most astonished man.

GREAT MEXICAN PALACE. 


Bnlldine Near Monterey to Rival the 


Famone Structure at Biltmore. 


On the tableland rising 100 feet 


above the surrounding country an ar- 
my of workmen has begun the erection 
of the great Mllmo palace near Monte- 
rey, Mexico, which when completed 
will be the largest private residence 
except Biltmore on the American con- 
tinent, says the Chicago Eecord. On 
all sides as far as the eye can reach 
extends the 576,000 acres, or 900 square 
miles, of the Milmo estate, dotted here 
and there with beautiful Mexican for- 
ests and crossed by half a score of riv- 
ers rising in the distant mountains. 
The palace, a marble pile 400 feet long 
and 330 feet wide, will consist of two 
porticos or colonnaded courts surround- 


enough In some places for me to stand | ed by low buildings of the true Ionian 
upright in.

"Light entered the cavern through 


Ihe hoi* Into which the water of the 
river was pouring, and I was able to 
see well. The air was warm, even hot, 
at one sifle of the cave.

The wa- 
iter here was so hot I could scarcely 
bold mv bands in it for even a moment. 


"Near these springs was a group of 


etalactit«s banging from the celling of 
the care, and a pretty sight they pre- 
sented, their eharn, points coming to 
within a few feet of the water. Al- 
most under them were several white 
objects, which I found to be human 
bones. They were probably the bones 
tof a man who had been drowned in 
the river above and whose body had 
been, stranded in the lake. 


"While wading around a big rock 


that projected out into the lake I felt 
something strike my foot and on reach- 
Ing down grasped a smooth, slippery 
object that twisted and turned in my 
hand as it tried to free itself. It was a 
fah, possibly six inches in length, of 
the same variety as the ono I caught 
when I sent the timber float through. 
After trying In vain to walk clear 
ground the lake I was forced to quit 
because in several places there was no 
beach *t all; the'water came close up 
to the steep walls of the cave and 
Seemed to be of great depth. 


"On a little rocky ledge near the in- 


let ef the lake, where the water tras 
Ice cold, I found a big plank that had 
evidently floated into the cave In high 
Water and had beea left high and dry 
tor my especial benefit, it seemed to 
ina. Using this plank as a support, I 
ferried myself acrops the lake to what 
seemed to me tc be the outlet The 
(current bere me along almost as fast 
M I wanted to go, and when I neared 
tie southern wall of the cavern I 
tould hear the roaring of the water 
las It forced itself out 


'"There was hardly any light at this 


Ride of the lake, and several times my 
courage failed me, for I realized that 
If the outlet was too small for me to 
escape through I would probably die 
jivhere I was, since it was manifestly 
Impossible for me to get out the same 
Uray I came in.

It consists of a double col- 
onnade, resembling what was known 
as "the "peristyle" at the Chicago 
World's fair. 


The whole mass of the building will 


! be composed of marble or "sillar" lime- 


stone set upon a beautiful spacious ter- 
race mounted by means of gently in- 
clined planes arranged in double 
vamps. The erection of the palace will 
proceed as fast as workmen can get the 
material ready, yet more than two 
years will elapse before it will be fin- 
ished. The structure unfurnished will 
'cost ?2,000,000.

Mr. Sullivan's bill will propose that 


the state of Illinois shall make pro- 
vision for devoting $500,000 to this 
purpose, although it is not necessary 
that the full sum shall be taken from 
the public funds this year. This is 
littlp enough, he thinks, to be devoted 
to honoring the memory of Lincoln by 
the state which gave him to the na- 
tion. 


A bill for a $500,000 appropriation 


to erect a monument to Lincoln was 
before the legislature two years ago, 
Introduced by Samuel Alschuler. The 
sentiment of the house was overwhelm- 
ingly for it, but Governor Tanner had 
it killed In favor of a bill laying out 
$100,000 to repair the old Lincoln mon- 
ument at Springfield.

Dr. Garner C. 'Wood Found It on HU 


Farm la the Town of Somerc, Tol- 
l«nd County — Assay* Made That 
Seem to Indicate That Utalas Will 
Pay. 
The report of the discovery of gold 


on the Sheldon farm, in the town of 
Somers, in Tolland county, Conn., has 
attracted hundreds to Wockh-llle, says 
a Hartford dispatch to the New York 
Sun. Among the visitors were Joseph 
THden and Patriek Connell, miners, 
who have been In the Black Hills for 
the past seven years. These men came 
east on business and were in New York 
when they got the idea of looking into 
mining prospects in the east, having in 
view partictflarly the working of the 
abandoned copper mines of Connecti- 
cut, which they thought might be prof- 
itable on account of the high price of 
the metal. 


Disappointed in not being abl» to- 


lease a niir*1 '" Oranby, they went 
across to the town of Tolland, the na- 
tive place of Tilden. There they learn- 
ed of the discovery in Somers and im- 
mediately drove over the hills to that 
town anil called on the discoverer. Dr. 
Garner C. Wood. They examined his 
specimens, took fresh ones from the 
point of the ledge where blasting baa 
been done crudely by farm hands em- 
ployed by the doctor and were so im- 
pressed that they endeavored to nego- 
tiate with the doctor for the operation 
of the mine under a lease. Dr. Wood 
refused to consider then? proposition. 


A reporter the other day took speci- 


mens from'ihe Somers mine to the of- 
fice of Henry Souther, state chemist 
for Connecticut, water commissioner at 
Hartford and an expert in metallurgy. 
He has charge of the testing depart- 
ment of the Electric Vehicle company. 
He had assayed some specimens from 
the Somers ledge and reported them as 
showing as high as ?300 to the ton. 
The specimen of .the rock taken to him 
was tested roughly by being heated In 
a fire for three hours and showed gold 
specks or flakes in such quantity as to 
warrant the belief that the ore from 
which the piece was taken is even rich- 
er than the tests made previously. Mr. 
Souther regards the discovery as im- 
portant. 


Two assays by Professor John E. 


Sutphen of Gleas Falls, N. Y., show 
gold,'one to the extent of $22.90 a ton 
gold, with $3.80 silver, and the other of 
§14.11 a ton gold, with §1.80 silver; 
iron, 2 per cent; copper, 1 per cent. An 
assay made by Henry B. Wood of Den- 
ver from rock gathered in the neigh- 
borhood of the ledge in question and 
not so rich shows $8 a ton. 


The property owned by the discover- 


er was formerly a part of the farm of 
Theodore Sheldon. Dr. Wood bought 
87 acres from the farmer a Jew weeks 
ago, paying $1.000 for the tract and 
surprising the neighborhood by the ex- 
travagance of the price. Under ordi- 
nary conditions the land woutyl be val- 
ued at about $150. The price of land 
has gone up, and tracts of the most 
worthless character are held at high 
valuations awaiting the development 
of the Wood mine. Each-assay and 
every visit of an engineer thus far has 
had the effect of making the market go 
up a notch or two. 


Dr. Garner C. Wood, the discoverer, 


is 78 years old. He practiced medicine 
in several places. His health failing, 
he returned to his native place at 
Woodville in 1853 and has since resid- 
ed there. A throat affection has kept 
him from active work in his profes- 
sion. He studied astronomy, geology 
and ornithology and became an expert 
taxldermiot. In 1862 he was elected 
to the Connecticut legislature from 
Somers as a war Democrat. In 1868 
he was appointed an ornithologist to 
accompany the government expedition 
to make explorations In Alaska, but at 
the "last moment was forced to decline 
the appointment from family reasons. 
The 
offer was made by Professor 


Baird of the Smithsonian institution, 
an admirer of Dr. Wood's work in 
ornithology. 


To retain his health Dr. Wood has 


spent much time in outdoor exercise, 
especially fox hunting, and knows the 
hills and woods of Somers and the sur- 
rounding parts of Connecticut and 
Massachusetts 
tlioreughly. 
Thirty 


years ago he found traces of gold in 
the rocks, but it was not until July 4, 
1S97, that he struck upon the ledge at 
which his men are now blasting. Since 
that time he has been quietly arrang- 
ing for the purchase of the property, 
making no statement to the public un- 
til a few days ago, when he closed 
the transaction and became the owner 
of the tract of 37 acres which com- 
prises the greater part of the particu- 
lar ledge where the deposits seem the 
best The ledge is apparently 1,200 
feet long and 400 feet wide. The rock 
Is bluish and green in color where not 
etained with iron rust and contains 
iron pyrites, sulphur aad arsenic. 


It cannot be told until a shaft is 


driven or tunnel made in the side hill 
whether the property will pay. Pro- 
fessor B. K. Emerson of Amherst has 
written for specimens, and pieces of 
the ore will be sent to the Smithsonian 
institution for display in the National 
museum as gold bearing rock from old 
Connecticut.

Brilliant Iltn-nineilozi Planned For 


the President at San Francisco. 
The plans for the reception at San 


Francisco of President McKinley and 
his party provide for the illumination 
of the ferry depot tower and the dome 
of tbe city hall. On the former al(*ne 
1,800 16 candle power incandescent 
lights will be used. The street illumi- 
nation proper will present features de- 
parting radically from those of former 
illuminatioes. Arc lights will be used 
Instead of incandescent lamps, says the 
St. Louis Republic. They will be 'placed 
along either side of the streets to be il- 
luminated at Intervals of about 50 feet 
and alternating. 


Each light will be covered with a 


large Chinese or Japanese lantern to 
tone down its glare. 
Merchants and 


property owners are expected to deco- 
rate and illuminate lavishly, and the 
uncovered arc lights would shine with 
such a glare that the finer effects 
would be destroyed. 
But with lan- 


terns to soften the glare the committee 
believes the plan it has hit upon will 
provide a novel and beautiful Illumina- 
tion. 


Between the arc lights there will be 


hung festoons of evergreens, and large 
flags will be used profusely in the deco- 
rations. Fireworks are to be set off 
along Market street on the night of the 
reception.

GREAT ELECTRIC TEST. 


Street Car* In Oakland Hun by Pow- 


er Generated 14O Mllos Away. 


The longest transmission of electric 


power in the world was tested recently 
In Oakland, near San Francisco, when 
street cars were run by power gen- 
erated on the Yuba river, 140- tnileg 
distant, says the Chicago Itecord-Hei» 
aid. The caole, 140 miles In length, 
Is six-tenths of an incb Sn diameter 
and Is of copper, with an aluminium 
alloy, wlilcb, it is thought, will pre- 
vent oxidation. It Is this cable that 
Is suspended across the Carquinz val- 
ley by a span of 4,400 feet and 800 feet 
in the air. 


The test Is considered one of the 


most successful in the history of elec- 
tricity, a current of 40,000 volts hav- 
ing been transmitted the entire dis- 
tance with a loss not to exceed 5 per 
cent. Under that showing experts said 
that tbe voltage could be Increased 
until there would be practically no 
loss. The current used was an alter- 
nating current, transmitted through a 
motor at the Temescal power station, 
as a voltage of 40,000 was greatly in 
excess of tbe power needed.

While there isn't a sporting man in 


the United States who would refuse to 
stake Pat Sheedy to any game and ask 
no better security than his word, his 
reputation for probity doesn't end with 
bis fellows, says the New York World. 
Some years ago Sheedy lost a great 
deal of money in Saratoga. He went 
to Boston, ran up against a faro game 
and lost his last dollar. He didn't even 
have enough to pay his fare to New 
York. He walked into a large bank 
and asked for the president. 


'•I came .to borrow $1,000 from you," 


said Sheedy. 


The banker thought his customer 


was some business man and said: 


'Certainly. What is your security?" 
'Simply my word." 
"That won't do in the banking busi- 


ness, my friend. Who are you?" 


"I am Pat Sbeedy, the gambler." 


' The bank president knew him by 
reputation. After a short talk he drew 
$1,000 from his personal' account and 
handed it to Sheedy. Two days later 
Sheedy walked in aad paid the loan. 


1 At oae time Sheedy, who has been a 
promoter of pugilistic enterprises, fell 
a victim in Toledo to the ignorance of 
a stupid Dutchman whom he had dis- 
patched on an errand. 
Pat, with 


Champion Sullivan and a coterie of 
friends, was visiting a retired boxer 
named Billy Tate, who managed a pub- 
lic house in Toledo. Having some im- 
portant letters that he had forgotten 
to mall, Sheedy asked Tate to oblige 
him by sending them to the postoffice 
by his Dutch waiter. Tate immediate- 
ly called tbe waiter, who understood 
.very little English, and, giving him 
Sheedy's letters, told him to deposit 
them In the postoffice at once. When 
the waiter, with letters in hand, open- 
ei tLe door, Sheedjj saw that the rain 
was pouring down in torrents and, 
calling him back, handed him his $25 
"silk umbrella, saying, "Dutchy, take 
this, too, so that the letters won't get 
wet" 


The Dutchman took the gold headed 


umbrella and started. In about ten 
minutes he returned to Tate's house 
wringing wet i\nd minus the fine um- 
brella. "Dutehy, Where's my umbrel- 
la?" asked Sbeedy. 


"Gone rait der ledders, so dot dey 


don't got vet," answered the Innocent 
Dutchman as he wondered 
what 


Sheedy's friends were laughing at 
Sheedy called at the postoffice at once 
and found that the Dutchman had 
dropped letters and umbrella into the 
newspaper box. 
' Sbeedy has an enormous head. 138 
wears an S}4 hat and has to have his 
hats made to order. Oae time during 
bis visit to Cincinnati he was bothered 
with a bore.

BURDEN ON 


Controller Coler of the city of New 


(Sork has just completed an important 
piece of woik, which serves to strik- 
ingly illustrate legislative interference 
twith municipal government and the 
tenormous cost which such interfer- 
fence may result in. 


It is often stated, 
in criticism of 


i?ew York, that it is one of the most 
expensively governed cities. Control- 
ler Coler throws much light on this by 
tehowinfe how much of the 
cost is 


frnade mandatory or practically man- 
datory by legislative enactment. Out 
tof $98,100,413 raised by New Tork for 
expenses, $51,337,125 is forced by the 
fetate legislature, or S3 per cent More 
than half of the money raised goes in 
;wages or salaries, and 85 per cent of 
the -wage and salary payments are 
fixed by the legislature. Items other 
than salaries and wages, made man- 
datory upon the city by state law, ex- 
ceed 36 arid a half millions. In short 
the city Only controls 17 per cent, of 
her great expenditure for local gov- 
ernment. 


From this we can better appreciate 


the danger of legislation like that of 
tte 
pension kind recently attempted 


in Massachusetts. We hear a great 
deal in the shape of executive warn- 
ings to legislatures mot to give cities 
too much privilege to get into debt.

aberland countyt these hive betfl 


claiming- a little too much. Thia official 
is Rev. Samuel F. Pearson, who~'haa 
been elected high sheriff of the coun- 
ty. He js m dead earnest in his desire 
to put down the traffic, and as a pre- 
liminary he took something of a sur- 
vey of the field to see what there was 
to be done. He learned that there were 
239 revenue licenses In force in Port- 
land, and 344 in Cumberland county. 
This was a pretty clear indication that 
the country was not altogether "dry," 
notwithstanding the antiquity of the 
prohibition law. 


On discovering this 
condition 
of 


things Kev. Sheriff "Pearson came to 
the conclusion that "the man behind 
the gun" was what was 
needed 
In 


Maine, and at a Methodist confer- 
ence in Yarmouth a few days ago he 
gave notice that he is the man. After 
depositing on the altar of the church, 
as a preliminary, a revolver, a razor 
and a flask of whiskey, he proceeded to 
demonstrate that these dangeious agen 
cies, the whiskejr the most soof the three 
presumably, were practically harmless 
unless put to use. The revolver would 
not shoot without pressure on the trig- 
ger; one could not shave or injure him- 
self -with the back of the razor, and 
with the whiskey not drunk its owner 
would be the same.

finds it, as in other states, ready to 
ray its way. He says he could take

timely interest in the city at the 
6at time Spitting on the sidewalk has 
been forbidden In many cities, but tha 
local board of health has so far taken 
no action in the matter. It is probable 
however, that within a short time the 
local board will follow the examine of 
other cities and issue an order forbid- 
ding this. There has been considerable 
discussion locally in regard to the mat- 
ter, the sentiment of Which Dr. Crofts 
article expresses admirably, The com- 
munication is as follows: 


In submitting1 thjs paper for publi- 


cation may I ask, why it Is that the 
community becomes so greatly alarmed 
and why the municlpalauthorities take 
so many rigid precautions against the 
spread Of that contagious disease, 
small-pox, even when it is outside of 
our city limits—a disease not neces- 
sarily fatal In itself, and of a very low 
mortality rate—while they remain so 
utterly indifferent to another, which 
is far more disastrou in its effects, and 
which is constantly and persistently 
endangering with such appalling1 mor- 
tality, the health and lives of our peo- 
ple? 


Tuberculosis, or consumption, as it 


is genterally called, is slaying its tens 
of thousands, annually, and it is a dis- 
ease to be feared, far more than the 
srnall-pox contagion. 


If you will but consult the vital sta- 


tistics of the State of Massachusetts, 
as well as other statistics, you will 
find recorded 
in them, statements 


showing the great prevalence of this 
disease, and the vast expenditure of 
suffering- 
and 
death 
unnecessarily 


made by the human race to this evil. 
I say unnecessarily made, because no 
efforts have yet been put forth by the 
people, the legislators ,the sanatory au 
thoritiesv or even the medical profes- 
sion to check the extension of tuber- 
culosis, or toconflne it within narrower 
limits. Ineffective attempts have been 
mads by certain large municipal au- 
thorities, a. few preventive societies 
have been established, 
and medical 


literature has given the subject some 
attention, but nothing has appeared in 
the ordinarj current literature of the 
day to bring before the people this 
most important subject, that they 
might be made fam.li.T.r with the meth 
ods of dealing effectually with this dis 
ease, and that the phthisical patien't 
might be taught that he is a constant 
source of danger to his nearest and 
dearest friends, as well as to others, 
unless he takes certain measures of 
precaution againtet transmitting to 
them his fearful dteoase. 


Tuberculosis is, therefore, our most 


destructive disease, destroying as it 
does from one-fourth to one-third of 
the population, anB. that in the best 
period of life. It is estimated that over 
a million peisons are suffering with 
consumption alone in this country, of 
whom at least 150,000 die annually. 
"The white plague," as Holmes called 
it, is the great scourge of the race, de- 
stroying the lives of more than 5,000,- 
000 yearly. 


Would you be alarmed or indifferent 


if I should say that the vital statistics 
of the State of Massachusetts show 
that there have occurred in this state 
wlthltS the last twenty years, more 
man 113,000 deaths, or an average be- 
tween 5,000 and 6,000 deaths each year 
from tuberculosis alone, not to make 
mention of the enormous amount oj 
suffering caused by this disease affect- 
Ing the skin, glandular structure, the 
Joints and the various other organs of 
the body, causing the great number of 
unsightly 
scars 
sen 
upon 
so 


many persons, and in a measure re- 
sponsible for the cripples and deform- 
ed people whom we meet in every day 
occurrence, a mockery reflected in the 
face of this advanced age of civiliza- 
tion and intelligence. 
In this city, 


alone, there have occurred in the past 
five years, 155 deaths from 
tubercu- 


los.s, an average of 31 deaths a year 
which is nearly three times as many 
as have ocurred from amall-pox In the 
•who'" Mate of Massachusetts for the 
saro 
period of time; and yet, no 


weight of thought is given to this 
alarming depletion in our midst. Dr. 
Biggs 'Of New York says, "As tubercu- 
losis is not so intensely contagious as 
small-pox for the same period Of time, 
given the length of time which the dis 
freise lasts, the habitation of the con- 
sumptive does become as intensely 
capable of communicating the disease 
as does the habitation of the small-pox 
patient." 


Tuberculosis is, therefore, a com- 


municable disease, and it is not only 
communicable, but mildly contagious, 
and the spread of the disease can be 
prevented to a very consderable de- 
gree by proper methods of precaution, 
because the germs cannot thrive aparJ 
from its victim. By this, I mean that 
the bacillus cannot multiply or in- 
crease outside of the body of man and 
animal, as it canntot find suitable soil 
for its repfoduction and growth. Yet 
these organisms retain their vitality 
for a Im'g period of time outside of the 
tisucs, and are still capable of pro- 
ceeding in their deadly work when ta- 
ken into the lungs and systems of 
human beirigs and animals. 


The modes thiough which the dis- 


ease is communicated to others are 
various. From animal to animal,chief- 
ly through their excreta ;from animal 
to human beings, through milk, butter, 
uncooked 
meat, poultry, and other 


animal food; from human being to hu- 
man being, through their sputum or 
excretions from tho lungs, anU by pro / 
mlscuous spitting, which is the most 
dangerous mode of all. 


The following abstracts from medi- 


cal literature are statements of ex- 
periments by eminent Investigators, 
showing the possible modes of trans- 
mission of the disease. 


Dr. Carnet demonstrated bofore the 


Berliner Medical Society (March 16, 
3898) upon forty-eight animals, forty- 
six of which became tubercular from 
Inhalation 
of 
powdered 
tubercle 


sputum. The powdered sputum was 
placed upon a rug, and animals were 
kept upon It for several days. ' 


Dr. Fluegg has shown that one mode 


by which tho germs enter tho air, Is 
by minute fluid particles which are pro 
Jected from the mouth of persons? suf- 
erlng from phthisis, during- the act of 
speaking1, 
hawking 
and 
coughir^r 


which he suggests may have been the 
source of the tubercle bacilli found by 
Dr. Garnet In the dust of the rooms 
occupied by consumptives, For proof i 


of the danger frtom this source, Dr. 
Huebner used the nonpathogenic germ 
prodig-lousus 
suspended 
4nl 
water, 


the experimenter rinbing his mouth 
with this fluid. Upon ag-ar plates set 
before him and then counting with a 
loud voice up to 375, one hundred and 
nineteen colonies of germs developed 
upon the plates. Whispering up to 360 
produced 17 colonies. Removing the 
agar plates twenty inches distant from 
the mouth still gave rise to the de- 
velopment <of colonies. Dr. Schaeffe ex- 
perimented -with lepers having spe- 
cific ulceratlons 
In the mouth and 


throat, and speaking for ten minutes, 
the projected particles intercepted up- 
»n! glass stides when it was demon- 
strated by staining and microscopical 
examinations that thousand ^as hich 
as 180,000) of leper bacilli had been 
thrown out in this manner. 


Dr. LatscheYiks obtained similar re- 


sqlts by passing slow 
air 
currents 


through not very conltagious sputum, 
and intercepting fluid particles at a 
distance 
of 
three 
feet. 
Causing 


phthisical patients to cough through a 
small opening- into a glass chamber, 
tubercle bacilli -were found in the In- 
terior. Slides exposed at a distance of 
three feet from the mouths of con- 
sumptives for on hour gave but few 
anid as a rule no positive results; but 
a rich harvest of tubercle bacilli v/as 
obtained when the experiment was 
made with such patients at the time 
of severe coughing which is u&uaJly on 
first rising in the m'ornlng. 


From the foregoing experiments it is 


easy to understand why the members 
of a family, one after another, pass 
out of existence by this disease, from 
communicating it to one another. 
I 


have known of a phthisical patient to 
sit at his window, day after day, and 
expectorate into the street 
.sputum 


containing thousands of deadly germs. 
1 have seen others expectorate 
into 


their handkerchiefs until they became 
saturated with sputum, and then stuff 
them into the pocket and take them 
out with often repeated 
occurrence, 


quite ignorant that the hands, the 
clothing, were covered with millions of 
tubercle bacilli, thereby transmitting 
these deadly germs to everything 
with which they came in contact. 


Piease understand that I do not ac- 


cuse the consumptive unfortunate of 
doing this willfully. It is because he 
does not know the danger of his ac- 
tions, and it is not reasonable to ex- 
pect him to be cognizant of that which 
has never been brought to his atten- 
tion. Let me here admonish the phth- 
isical patient to be mindful, always, 
of himself, and of those around him 
unless he take certain precautions; 
he is as dangerous to his family as a 
leper would be. I would advise that 
all sputum be expectorated into cloths 
which should be immediately burned; 
the hands to be sterilized with some 
antiseptic solution- separate dishes to 
be used by him which should be scald- 
ed for one-half hour when cleansing 
them; and he should by all means 
sleep alone. These precautions should 
be observed as a religious duty in) or- 
der to prevent his bringing storrow and 
suffering to other members of his fam- 
ily, and to the community in. which he 
lives. 


As to sanatory measures, I feel that 


it is 'quite as important to subject t-he 
habitation of a consumpthe to the 
same rigid degree of disinfection as it 
is the habitation of a patient of small 
pox, diphtheria, or any other conta- 
gious disease, and especially should 
this 'observance be carried 
out 
in 


dwellings vacated by phthisical pa- 
tients, before re-occupation by others, 
as well as in any other place where 
the disease has been previously known 
to exist.

Petitioners for Public Park to Do Pre- 


liminary Work Themselves 


No petition was presented to tho city 


council last ni^ht with refeience to 
the question of opening a park at the 
corner of Eiver and Housrhton streels, 
as \vas stated in this paper would be 
done, the reason be'ng that a change 
of procedure was decided unon. The 
petition was being crculated by F. W. 
Reed, and a number of names had been 
secured but when the petition was pro- 
sented to ,C. IT. Catting- he suggested 
that the matter should be approached 
in a different way and this led Mr. 
Reed to have a talk with Mayor Wil- 
kinson who thought J.he council sh^-'ld 
not be asked to move in the matter till 
more preliminary work had been done 
than merely the circulation of a ne- 
titlon. 


Mayor Wilkinson told Mr. Reed that 


the proper way to proceed would be 
to go to the Windsor company tell 
them what the land was wanted for 
and get an ootion on if. Then 
the 


land should be measured and 
every- 


thing possible regardng the cost of the 
proposed park should be learned. When 
this was done those behind the move- 
ment wouH have something tangible 
to present to the council -which would 
be able to act intelligently as it could 
not do on Ihe mere presentation of a 
petition for the opening of a park. 


Mr. Reed recognized the force of the 


mayor's position and the circulation 
of the petition was stopped at 
once. 


The project has not Jseen abandoned 
however, but further action will be in 
line with tna above suKgrestions. It is 
hoped that the Windsor company will 
place a reasonable price on the prop- 
erty for this purpose, as it probably 
will, for the establishment of a park 
on the proposed site would enhance 
the value of neighboring- 
property 


which the company has for pale. It is 
probable that the matter will be ready 
to| present to the council at its June 
meeting.

prevail this time. Oklahoma territory 
was opened In that way, and the open- 
ing of the Cherokee strip in 1893 was 
also a foot race. In the latter case the 
persons who went in ou crowded 
freight traine running 20 miles an hour 
found when they got to the interior 
towns that people were already on the 
ground. This caused doubts as to the 
honesty of this plan, and there is a 
great deal of dissatisfaction over the 
proposal that the same method shall 
be followed this time. 


The public is well informed as to tbe 


Kiowa lands, but the Wichita lands, or 
"County I," to be opened at the same 
time, is practically unknown. 
The 


latter is unexcelled in the west for 
fertility and beauty. Tbe reservation 
lies between the South Canadian and 
Washita rivers and is 40 miles long 
from east to west and 30 miles wide. 
The lauds, like the Comanebe lauds, 
lie to the west of a line drawn north 
and south through the central part of 
Kansas and Nebraska, but the droughts 
are not so severely felt as in the same 
longitude farther north. The reserva- 
tion is inhabited by the Wichitas and 
allied tribes, about 1,000 souls, and con- 
tains 750,000 acres of laud, or 1,250 
square miles. About 100,000 acres are 
allotted, leaving 000,000 for school and 
homestead purposes. 
There are about 


3,400 quarter sections for settlers, and 
nearly every one is tillable and fertile, 
something that cannot be said of tbe 
Kiowa and Comanche lands, owing to 
the Wichita mountains. 
A surveyor 


who has been over tbe county says: 
"No finer lands can be found than those 
in this reservation. 
They are well 


watered, have" an abundance of timber, 
and most of, the land is rich, produc- 
tive soil. I never saw fiuer lands than 
the Canadian and Wasbita river bot- 
toms, and all the staples of agriculture 
—wheat, corn, cotton, etc.—can be pro- 
duced on almost every quarter section, 
while tbe scenery is among the mos* 
picturesque in the west" 


It is believed here that if there is a 


race for the lands at least ten men will 
struggle for every quarter section. 
Most of the claims have already been 
"spotted" by tbe campers along the 
edges, who know exactly tbe place for 
which they will run. 


It is plain that with ten or a hundred 


men racing for each quarter section 
the weak, the women and the old sol- 
diers will be defeated, and those who 
most deserve homes will probably get 
none. The Texas contingent will come 
up from the south; the Kansas and Ne- 
braska hordes w'll go in from the north, 
and tbe thousands of Okiahomans who 
failed to get locations In the other runs 
•will be prepared to race for the best 
claims with full understanding of the 
direction and distance. In r.ll the res- 
ervation to be opened there will ba 
about 12,000 claims. The Indians have 
taken many of the best already and 
nro to take hundreds more. The diffi- 
culty of keeping out the "sooners," as 
are caller! those who go in ahead of 
time.-is manifest. 


The nntirun element favors some kind 


of i lotterv. Oue plnn is for each claim 
to be entered on a card and to permit 
every oerson who has not already 100 
acres of land and has never taken up a 
homestead to enter by depositing the 
filing foe, SH, and huve a card with 
name written thereon. There Is to bo 
one wheel for the clftims and ono for 
ILe names and then a drawing. But it 
)s evident thnt instead of having ten or 
a hundred claimants for every quarter 
section there wouid be a thousand, for 
all over the nation people would try 
for the splendid prize, especially when 
there would be nothing to lose. Every 
claim will be worth .$2,000. 
But the 


problem is, What is to become of the 
vast amount of money deposited for 
filing by those who do not win? Tbe 
governrnent cannot take it, and there is 
no provision for returning it 
Then, 


too, it Is urged that It is hardly fair to 
allow tbe man who sits at ease In New 
Kngland nnd cnn afford to buy himself 
n home the same opportunity ns <l,p 
poor settler, wlio has taken himself and 
fnml'.v j,n s w^r^a and! drlvnn *" th» ' 


coye or'tlie reservation in the hope of 
obtainingvp. hou:e. The old soldier, too, 
would have no better chance than the 
rest. 


The arrangement for opening the 


towns is excellent and \vill effectually 
do awn/ witb. the scramble that was 
seen in the opening of the other reser- 
vations. Tbe government lias located 
all the county seat towns to be laid 
out In the new reservations, and they 
are numerous enough to make tho 
need of others light for sorno time. At 
the opening an auction sale will be 
held in every location, only one busi- 
ness lot and one residence lot being 
purchasable by any one person. The 
money will go into a fund for the 
erection of school buildings, public 
buildings, street improvements and 
pther public needs. Thus criSy town 
•will start with a full treasury and 
with its buildings provided for. 


Tbe fcUotmeut of lauds to tbe In- 


dians 
i& progressing rapidly. They 


are taking their laud (100 acres each) 
in three mile strips along the river bot- 
toms. It is believed that there will be 


i no delay after the appointed time for 


tbe opening, Aug. G. Indeed, the date 
may be set earlier than tbat. The 
time and tho method of the opening 
are in the hands of the president, and 
his action is awaited with keen inter- 
est by thousands of anxious would be 
settlers, both in the vicinity of tbe 
lands an* far away.

New Artificial Building Stone. 


According to a report to the state de- 


partment at Washington from Consul 
Baehr at M&gcleburg, stone produced 
from sjmd and lime is destined to be- 
come au important factor in the build- 
ing line. Until recently this stone was 
regarded with suspicion, but experi- 
ments have resulted in tbe production 
of a perfect building^tone. The manu- 
facture of this stone is steadily grow- 
ing in Germany, and factories are grad- 
ually springing up. Tlie cost of a plant 
for the manufacture of tbout 12,000 
stones would probably be 510,000 and 
one for 2o,000 about §22,000. The es- 
Bcntial points of advantage accruing 
from this method, sa3-s the consul, are 
that the cost of production is much 
lower, the production can take place in 
all seasons of the year, different kinds 
of stone can be produced, tbe stone has 
a much better appearance, there is no 
loss on account of breakage, and all 
drying slu-ds and kilns necessary for 
tlie production are done away with.

It is necessary for the welfare of the 


! city that the tax rate bo kept as low 


l as possible for several reasons. This 


i city stands almost at the hoad of all 


Massachusetts cities in the size of its 


, tax rate, there being- only one or two 


cities with a larger rate, if any. 


The first effect of this is to 
keer> 


away capital. "We shall not be able 
to fill our vacant factories with new in 
dustries if the tax rate is kept high. 


The second effect i« that 
our 
ov.-n 


manufacturers are injured. They pay 
a large part of our taxes. When man- 
ufacturers in other cities pay 
lower 


taxes than ours, they are given an ad- 
vantage over ours who compete with 
them. We will admit that our manu- 
facturers are a little smarter 
than 


those of other cities, he said, but vie 
do not wish to handicap them. 


Another reason why we do net wish 


to have taxes any higher than must be 
is the fact that we have a larger pro- 
portion than most cities of mc-n \\ ho 
work in the mills and who own their 
own homes, 
or who are paying- for 


them. They are paying- perhaps the in 
terest on mortgages to "Brother YThit- 
aker's bank," and the payment of tax- 
es is a hard matter. 


But the chief reason of all -uhy wo 


must bororw the money if we wish to 
have these public 
improvements on 


which we are working, is that we can't 
put it .nto the tax levy nnd still keen 
that within the limits of the law. The 
law limits the taxes which may be as- 
sess«d for current expenses to ?12 on 
the thousand, this 
not including of 


course the amount necessary for ma^ 
turing debt, interest on debt aid state 
and county taxes. 


It is only by close, figuring that we 


are able to keen within this S12 limit 
as it is. The expense of maintaining 
the schools, for instance, is over half 
of this $12 on the thousand. 


In the case of paving1, if we were nule 


to raise tho amount necessary by tax- 
ation the city would be 
obliged 
to 


shoulder the entire expense instead of 
having- the abutters pay for half of it. 


In sewer work, although some think 


that we are going rapidly, we are mov- 
ing as slowly as we can consistently 
with the safety of the city and the at- 
titude of the state hoard of health. If 
we should stop doing as we are, the 
state board would step in and tell UF 
that we must move even more rapidly 
thnn we are now, 
' 


Extension of our water Ps-stem is 


wise, because it is a paying invest- 
ment. The income from the water de- 
partment is proving enough to pay the 
interest on our entire municipal debt.
